May it please your Excellency, 

I bad the honour to submit, on the 10th of August, 1861, a return showing the acreage 
,of flax by Counties and Provinces ; and on the 5th oi' September, General Abstracts of the 
extent under the various crops and the number of Live Slock in 18G0 and 1861 ; also the 
Emigration from the several Ports of Ireland for the first seven months of the year 1861. 
1 now beg to submit Tables compiled in this department, exhibiting the estimated average 
produce of the Crops in 1861, compared with that of the previous year. 

The total number of Emigrants who left the country during the year ending 81st 
December, 1861, is also given, distinguishing the Ports whence they sailed, and the County 
from which they came ; their sex and age are also given. 

The information contained in the Tables relating to the Crops was procured, as on former 
occasions, by intelligent members of the Constabulary Force, who were specially selected 
for the purpose. The persons fi-om whom the estimated average produce of the Crops 
per acre ■was obtained, were respectable fanners, and other parties kno-wn to be acquainted 
with the probable average yield per acre in each Electoral Division. 

In order to obviate the difficulty arising from the variety of Weights and Measures in 
Ireland, the Enumerators were directed to state the yield per acre in Irish, Statute, or 
Cunningham Measure, whichever was best known to the farmers in the neighbourhood j 
and, with regard to Weights, to be particular to specify that in use in the locality ; the 
name and address of the person from whom the information w’as received in each Elec- 
toral Division were also given in the Returns. 

The rates of produce thus obtained by tlie Constabulary were then forwarded by me to 
the several Boards of Guardians in Ireland, to whose kind attention and courtesy I am 
indebted for having received revised returns for 2,555 Electoral Divisions, out of 3,438. 

The Tables relating to the yield of the land, sho-w by Counties and Provinces th(» entire 
area under Crops, the estimated average produce per Statute Acre, and the total yield. 
The produce of the cereal Crops is given in Quarters, Barrels, and Tons j and of Potatoes 
and Green Crops in Barrels and Tons. 

A Table is also given showing the average yield of the Crops in 1847, and from 1849 
to 1861 inclusive. 

The estimated average produce per statute acre, 1861, was under that of any year since 

A 2 
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1847. The area, under Oats was less in 1861 than in any year from 1847 to 1856; since 
1856, however, its extent has varied but little. Baidey, Bere, and Rye, especially the two 
last-mentioned crops, have diminished considerably in the extent sown since 1847. 
Beans and Pease also show a decreased breadth during the period referred to. The area 
under Potatoes has increased considerably between 1847 and 1861 — the tendency 
appearing to be, that as the acreage under Potatoes increases, that under Wheat, Barley, 
Bere, Rye, and Beans and Pease decreases. The extent under Turnips has fluctuated 
during the same period ; but the breadth under this important crop seems, on the whole, 
to tend towards an increase. Mangel Wurzel, Cabbage, and Meadow, greatly increased 
in extent during the years refeiTed to. 

The total area under Wheat in 1861 was 401,243 acres, being 65,172 less than was 
grown in the previous year, the average mte of produce per statute acre was returned as 
3j Ban-els of 20 stones, giving a total yield of 851,871 quarters. This jneld was one 
barrel per acre less than that returned in the previous year, which, together with the 
diminished area, caused a decrease in the yield of Wheat of 419,717 Quarters under the 
produce of 1860. 

Oats occupied 1,999,160 aci-es, being an increase of .52,856 compared with the pre- 
ceding year. The acreahle produce was 61 Barrels of 14 stones, being f of a Barrel less than 
the previous year. This Crop yielded 8,045,689 Quarters, being 796,235 less than the 
Crop of 1860. 

Barley, Bere, and Rye, covered 210,537 acres, being 16,704 more tlmn in 1860. 
The acreahle yield of Barley was 61 Barrels of 16 stones; of Bere, 6? BaiTels of 16 
stones; and Rye, 4-ra Barrels of 20 stones. The total yield of these three Crops was 720,538 
Quarters; being 71,716 less than in the former year. This decrease was caused by the 
difference in the yield per acre of l-ro Barrels of Barley, * Barrel of Bere, and f Barrel 
of Rye. 

Potatoes had an area of 1,133,504 acres, being 38,575 loss tlmii was under them in the 
previous year. The acreahle yield was 13f„ Barrels of 20 stones, being 5| Barrels less than 
in 1860, which, with a diminished area, caused a total doficioncy of 882,947 Tons. 

There were 334,104 acres of Turnips, being 15,564 more than in 1860. The acreahle 
yield was 10^ Tons ; being Ifs Tons above that of the pi-evinns year. The total yield of 
the Crop was 3,392,884 Tons ; being 764,906 more than in 1860. 

Cabbage was grown on 30,020 acres ; being 7,235 more than in the previous year. 
The acreahle yield was estimated at 10!- Tons ; being 2Vs Tons more than in 1860. This 
Crop produced 310,907 Tons ; being 122,196 more than in the preceding year. 

- The extent under Mangel Wurzel was 22,833 acres; being 9,153 less than in 1860. 
This Crop produced 235,638 Tons; being 54,603 under that of the previous year. The 
decrease was owing to a diminished area, as the acreahle yield, lOf^ Toils, was U Tons 
above that of 1860. 

There were 1,546,206 acres under Hay, being 48,312 less than in 1860. The acreahle 
produce was returned as 1-f Tons, being one-fifth of a Ton under the produce of the previous 
year. The general yield, however, notwithstanding the decrease, was larger than in any 
year since 1847, with the exception, of 1860. 

Flax had an area of 147,957 acres, being 19,362 more than in 1860. The acreahle 
yield was 24| stones, being 5l stones less than in the previous year. The total produce 
was 22,568 Tons, being 1,192 Tons under that of 1860.

During the period from 1847 to 1861 the highest acreable yield of Wlieatwas returned 
for 1847 and 1854, and the lowest for 1850 and 1861. Of Oats, the highest acreable 
produce was in 1854 and 1847, and the lowest in 1859 and 1861. Barley had its greatest 
yield in 1853 and 1854, and its lowest in 1859 and 1861. Potatoes afforded the highest 
yield per acre in 1<847 and 1853, and the lowest in 1860 and 1861. Turnips gave the 
highest yield in 1853 and 1855, and lowest in 1860. Hay gave its highest yield in the 
year 1852, when it was 2A tons to the acre, and its lowest in 1859, when it was 1^ tons to 
the acre. The yield of this crop was returned as 2 tons to the acre in 1849, 1850, 1851, 
1853, 1855, and 18C0.

Comparing the average acreable yield of the Crops in 1861, according to the Returns 
received from the several Counties and Provinces, Dublin and Londonderry give the 
highest rate for wheat — 6 Barrels, — and Galway the lowest — 2^ Barrels per acre. 
Dublin the highest for Oats — 91 Barrels, — and Clare the lowest — 4f Bairels. 

Londonderry gives the highest for Barley — 8% Barrels, and Longford the lowest — 2A 
Barrels. 

Carlow stands highest in the yield of Potatoes, having 24l Barrels to the acre; and 
Clare the lowest, having only 71 Barrels. 

Dublin and Louth give the highest yield for Turnips, having 15 Tons; Clare the 
lowest, 5i Tons to the acre. 

The County Dublin is highest in Mangel Wurzel — 15 Tons to the acre ; and Limerick 
the lowest — 6tV- 

The yield of Cabbage was greatest in Dublin, 18 Tons to the acre. In Wexford the 
yield was lowest, 5f Tons. 

The acreable produce of Meadow was highest in the County Armagh, where it was 2A 
Tons; and lowest in Cork, 1^ Tons. 

Of the Provinces, Ulster gives the largest acreable yield of Wheat, Oats, Potatoes, Mangel 
Wurzel, and Hay. Leinster is highest in Barley, Bere, Rye, Turnips. Connaught gives 
the highest acreable yield of Cabbage.

As it is of importance to show even approdmately the amount of Farm produce available* 
for food in Ireland, a Table is given on the foregoing page, exhibiting the quantity* 
of Corn, Beans, Pease, and Potatoes, produced in each County; also the average number 
of pounds of Corn, Beans, and Pease, and stones of Potatoes, to each family, according to, 
the Census of 1861. It appears by the Returns that the last harvest, notwithstanding 
the general deficiency, yielded sufficient Corn, Beans, and Pease to supply 2,865 ibs, toi 
each lainily, and tliat Potatoes produced an average of 263 stones for each family. These: 
quantities are equal to 7'85 lbs. of Corn, Beans, and Pease, and 0'72 or nearly f of a stone; 
of Potatoes a-day to each family during one entire year.

As the falling off in the yield of the Crops in 1861 may be chiefly attributed to the very 
unfavourable state of the weather, it will not be uninteresting to give an abstract of the 
Meteorological Observations taken at the Ordnance Survey* Office, Phoenix Park, Dublin, 
with which I have been kindly furnished by Captain "Wilkinson, n.E. 

The mean temperature of the year was 49° 2' Fahrenheit. The barometer stood highest 
during the year on the 2nd of February, at halfpast nine o’clock, a.m., wind S.W., when 
it was 30'500 inches; and lowest on the 21st of the same month at lialflpast three in the 
afternoon, with the wind from the N.E., when it w’as 2S'591 inches. 

The highest temperature in air during the year was on the 1 4th June, when the ther- 
mometer registered 79° 9'; it was lowest on the 13th December, when it I'ell to 18°. 

The greatest rain-fall in twenty-four hours was 1‘026 inches on the 13th January, with 
the wind from the N.N.W. Rain fell on 182 days during the year, being about six months 
of rainy days. A quantity of rain sufficient to cover the whole surface of the countiy to a 
depth of two feet three inches fell during that period. 

Within the Phesnix Park there fell 1,090,184,608 gallons, representing a weight of 
4,866,895^ tons. The most prevailing winds were from the S.W., from which point it

blew 130 days, witli an average pressure of 3*98 lbs. totlie square foot. The weather was 
calm on 26 days only. The strongest wind came from the N.E. on the 9th February ; 
its average pressure was 25 lbs. per square foot.

Of the total number who emigrated, 26,878, or 40*5 per cent, were between 15 and 
under 25 years of age ; 15,777, or 23-8 per cent, were between 25 and 35 ; 6,393, or 
9*6 per cent., -were 5 and under 15 ; 5,058, equal to 7*6 per cent., wore under 5 years; 
5 932, equi to 8'9 per cent, were 35 and under 45 ; 2,325, equal to 3-5 per cent, were 
45 and under 55 years ; there were only 598 emigrants above 55 years of age, not quite 
1 per cent, on tbe whole number. Thus nearh' 83 in every 100 persons who emigrated 
were between the ages of 5 and 45,
